ST. LOUIS, Dec. 30.—For several 
weeks a negro has been stealing all 
sorts of things from the Butchers’ and 
Hucksters’ Union Market-house. This 


morning he was caught carrying off 
two horse-blankets. A crowd seized 
him, bound his wrists, put a rope 
around his neck, and strung him up by 
a block and tackle hanging in the mar- 
ket-house * 


The negro broke the cord which 
bound his arms, and, before the mob 
realized what he was doing, whipped 
out a big knife from his pocket, cut 
the rope around his neck, dropped to 
the ground and ran like a deer. He 
was overtaken, but turned and showed 
such a desperate fight that the crowd 
wavered, and the negro dodged into an 
alley and escaped.

STILL SOME DANGER. 

The Londen Times Correspondent 
Differs with Pulitser’s Idea. 
DT TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMB+.) 

NEW YORK, Dec. 30.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) The Tribune’s London cable 
says that the excitement over the 
American attitude respecting the Vene- 
zuelan question, which has lapsed dur- 
ing the week, was revived today by the 
serious, almost alarming, dispaich in 
the Times from its New York corre- 
spondent laying stress on President 
Cleveland’s firmness or obstinacy, and 
the strong feeling of hostility to En- 
gland undoubtedly existing in America. 
and urging the necessity of prompt 
action while there is time for settling 
the controversy on the line of the least 
resistance. This dispatch has. been 
widely Gscussed in business and socia) 
circles, and has aroused 4 suspicion 
that the danger of war has not been 
averted by the slump im the stock- 
market a week ago, and the financial 
difficulties of the American govern- 
ment. There is also a secret dread of 
some overt act on the part of Venezuela 
which may precipijate hostilities. 

The governmenc has taken the pre- 
caution to dehy officially that any 
scheme has yet been formed, as far as 
the Colonial Office ig concerned, for 
opening the disputed territory by 
means of a chartered company, and to 
announce that no definite proposals are 
likely to be officially considered and 
decided on pending some better under- 
standing than now exists in regard to 
the boundary of Guiana and Venezuela. 
This denial is equivocal, since evidence 
is clear that Chamberlain's advice, 
given in September, has been acted 
on at Georgetown this month, and a 
chartered company has been formed. 

It is good proof, however, that the 
Salisbury government perceives the 
necessity of extreme caution, circum-- 
spect action and avolidanceof all causes 
of offense which will rekindle the ex- 
citement in America, 

NOT 80 HOPEFUL. 

LONDON, Dec. W-—The New York 
correspondent of the Times argues that 
the fact that Senator Sherman allies 
himself with the President on the Vene- 
zuela question augurs ill for the cessa- 
tion .of the controversy. 

“Mr. Sherman sides with President 
Cleveland against all the great lawyers 
and all the best authorities on this 
question, both Amevicar. and European, 
and against Monroe himself.“ says the 
correspondent. He thinks Senator 
Sherman’s attitude indicates that the 
Republicans are not entirely senarated 
from President Cleveland. He sees 
danger in Senator Sherman’s assump- 
tion that the quieter state ot af‘airs 
grows out of the belief among the f ev- 
ple of the United States that Lord 
Salisbury is ready to acquiesce in ar- 
bitration. 
COMMUNICATIONS FROM VENE- 

ZUEBA. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. . 30. — Official 
communications from the Venezuelan 
government came in the mail received 
here today, but so far as could be 
learned they presented no new phases 
of the situation. The mall left Caracas 
five days after President Cleveland's 
message on the Venezuelan question, so 
there was ample time for the govern- 
ment to take steps necessary to com- 
municate to this government. Minister 


Andrade did not go to, the State De-

Gen. Uslar of Valencia, Venezuela, 
called on Minister Andrade today and 
discussed the conditions of their coun- 
try.

THE VENEZUELA COMMISSION. 


Justice Brewer of the Supreme Court 
Will Act. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 30. — Justice 
Brewer of the Supreme Court has been 
tendered and accepted a place on the 
Venezuelan commission. 
THE APPOINTMENT APPROVED. 
LONDON, Dec. 31.—The newspapers 
this morning are largely occupied with 
reviews of the year’s events, but Jus- 
tice Brewer's appointment to the Ven- 
ezuelan Commission is approved by the 
press. The comments upon Venezuela 


fcllow much the same lines as for sev- 
eral days past. 
PULPIT DISCUSSION. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 30.—The Vene- 
zuelan question again furnished a sub- 
ject’ for pulpit discussion in the Sun- 
day sermon. Rév. Myron W. Haines of 
the Englewood Baptist Church, Rev. 
R. H. Johonnot of the Oak Park Unity 
Church and Rev. John Russ of the Mu- 
itant spoke on the subject. A murmur 
of applause ran through Rev. Haines’s 
congregation when he said: “When 
weak humanity is wronged we have a 
right to resent it, and I believe with 
the force of arms.” Rev. Haines said, 
among other things: 

“Why do ministers who mistake 
weakness for piety say that war can 
never be justifiable among civilized na- 
tions? To say that a Christian should 
never engage in warfare except that 
moral warfare which is waged in his 
own bosom is to say that man whom 
God has equipped with muscle, brain, 
skill and a prophetic visioneof conse- 
quences should rest in supine frequi- 
escence and allow wrong to trample 
upon right; atheism and paganism to 
supplant Christianity. It is the most 
pusillanimous twaddle and is unworthy 
the utterance of an intelligent man. 

“Men do not fight today for the sake 
of fighting, but for the sake of some 
great principle. Rome fought for ag- 
grandizement. Barbarous nations 
fought merely for pastime. Ambitious 
monarchs have fought for territory. A 
few hav 
mercial ns. We-are rapidly pass- 
ing beyond the boundary line of such 
unworthy sentiments. Therefore, I say, 
the dawn is breaking. We are ap- 
proaching the glorious peace which 
shall some time envelope the world in 
its spotiess mantle as in the shades of 
night the frost king flings his habili- 
ments of pny over forest and 
meadow and stream. 

“I cannot be forced into the belief 
that God expected no Christian to take 
part in war. When personal insult is 
offered it is Christian to be pacific, 
tranquil, forgiving; when weak and 
heipless humanity ts wronged we have 
a t to resist it, and I believe with 
force of arms. dy this course 
Shall evil-doers be made to shrink and 
destlal natures be conquered. How 
ardently we all desire peace—not a 
Shameful peace, but a glorious peace.” 

Rev. Johonnot said: “Like a thun- 
dercalp out of a clear sky President 
Cleveland’s recent message and the 
publication of Secretary Olney's note 
in the Venezuelan matter have brought 
the nation to the most, serfous war 
crisis it has met since the Mason-Sli- 
dell episode. This matter demands the 
serious attention of the pulpit, It is 
not of main importance what the Mon- 
roe doctrine or whether it is involved 
here in this issue. We are not bound 
to follow precedent entirely in estab- 
lishing our national policy; we have 
as much right to make a precedent 
now as did Monroe in his time. 

Neither is it of main importance 
whether the Monrve doctrine is a part 
of international laws. Each nation has 
9. right to insist on what is for its 
agp ys interest., The main question 
is, oh the one hand, what is necessary 
to preserve our national interest and 
safety, and, on the other hand, what 
policy is in accordance with the laws 
of humanity and justice. It is time to 
insert a new principle in international 
law that strong nations shall guard 
the weak ones against aggression. 
This spirit breathes in Olney’s note and 
it is this ethical tone which rouses the 
nation to the support of its position. I 
am proud of my country if she has in- 
terfered on the ground of simple jus- 
tice to a weak nation and established 
this precedent in international rela- 
tions. How far such interference shall 
go, whether to involving us in war, is 
another matter; but the principle is 
sound and should be adopted in inter- 
national matters. Having rights, let 
us dare maintain them, no matter at 
what cost. Let us stand for justice.” 

Mr. Rusk spoke in a similar strain. 

READY TO ASSIST. 

VIENNA, Dec. 30.—The St. Peters- 
burg correspondent of the Freie Presse 
telegraphs that Russia and France 
nave actually promised diplomatic sup- 
port of the United States in the Vene- 
zuela trouble, and adds that Russia is 
prepared to assist the United States 
with it’s own gold reserve. 

MONTTOR PASSAIC WANTED. 
| BOSTON, Dec. 30.—The officials of 
the Charlestown navy-yard today re- 
ceived a dispatch from Washington or- 
dering the commandant to place the 
monitor Passaic in condition for im- 
mediate service. 

WILL STAND NO NONSENSE. 

NEW YORK, Dec. 31.—A special to 
the World from Caracas, Venezuela, 
says that the Venezuelan government 
is negotiating in the United States for 
war supplies.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 30. — The com- 
mittees of the Senate today passed into 
the control of the Republicans. The 
change in the political complexion of 
the committees was effected by the 
adoption of a resolution organizing the 
committees as agreed to by the Repub- 
lican and Democratic steering com- 
mittees. The Populists, with the ex- 
ception of Senator Kyle, declined to 
vote, and the Republicans, having a 
pluralty of the Senate, were thus en- 
abled to adopt the resolution by a vote 
& 30 to 28. Mr. Kyle voted with the 
Democrats against reorganization. A 
two hours’ debate followed the adop- 
tion of the resolution, the purpose of 
which was mainly political. 

The Democrats, under the leadership 
of Senator Gorman, ably seconded by 
Senator Harris, attempted to show that 
the reorganization was effected by an 
alliance between the Republicans and 
Populists, contending that the silence 
of the latter, by making possible the 
reorganization, indicated acquiescence. 
They also insisted that the Republican 
assumption of contful ‘saddled them 
with responsibility for legislation. 

The Populists, led by Senator Allen 
of Nebraska and Senator Butler of 
North Carolina, denied that they were 
in any way responsible for reorganiza- 
tion, 

The Republicans, under the leader- 
ship of Senator Mitchell, chairman of 
the Republican Steering Committee, 
and assisted by Senators Hoar, Haie, 
Allison and Chandler, combatted the 
argument of the Democrats by assert- 
ing most emphatically that the Popu- 
lists had even refused to make any 
suggestions as to their committee 28 
signments, and had, as a matter of 
fact, been left by the reorganization in 
the positions to whieh they nad 
assigned” Under Dergocra control of 
the Senate. The Republteans strongly 
protested also against being held re- 
sponsible for legislation. 

Before the reorganization Henry 
Cabot Lodge, the Senator from Massa- 
chusetts, who has a brilliant reputa- 
tion as a historical biographer, deliv- 
ered an address on the Monroe doctrine. 
Although temperate in language, he 
took the ground that uniess the people 
insisted that Venezuela's dispute with 
Great Britain should be submitted to 
friendly arbitration, they would sur- 
render the essence, spirit and vital 
principle of the Monroe doctrine, which, 
he contended, was as essential to the 
safety and welfare of the Americans 
as the balance of power was to the 
safety and welfare of the European 
nations. 


FIFTY-FOURTH CONGRESS. 


REGULAR SESSION. 
(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT.) 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 30.—SENATE.-— 
There was a large attendance of Sen- 
ators in anticipation of the vote on the 
reorganization of the Senate, and the 
galleries were well-filled with holiday 
spectators, Senator Peffer of Kansas 
presented resolutions from several G. 
A.R. posts in Kansas, offering their 
services to the United States in the 
event of war with Great Britain. : 

The clerk of the House announced the 
passage of the bond bill by that body 
today. 

Senator Chandler of New Hampshire, 
who has been waging, war against the 
Interstate Commerce Commission for 
not putting a stop to pooling arrange- 
ments, introdnced a bill to enlarge the 
Interstate Commerce Commission, and 
modify and increase the scope of its 
powers. 

Mr. Bryce offered resolutions tnstruct- 
ing the Secretary of War to make an 
examination of the physics and hydrau!l- 
ics of the Great Lakes, and to report 
on the feasibility and cost of raising 
the level of the lakes by a series of 
dams. 

Senator Chandler offered a resolution 
calling on the Committee on Nava! Af- 
fairs to inquire into the prices paid by 
the United States for armor-plate: as 
to whether They were reasonable: as to 
whether they were in excess of the 
prics charged foreign governments: as 
to whether the prices had been increas: d 
by reason of new patent processes, and 
whether the Navy Department could 
expedite the granting of these patents 
and as to whether any officers of the 
United States were interested in these 
patent processes. 

Senator Lodge of Massachusetts. then 
took the floor to deliver an address 
on the Monroe doctrine. Before he be- 
gan, Senaor Mitchell of Oregon. chair- 
man of the Republican Caucus Commit- 
tee, gave notice that at the completion 
of Mr. Lodge’s remarks, he should ask 
the Senate to take up the question of 
reorganizing the committees of the 
Senate. 

A resolution offered by Senator Quay 
of Pennsylvania, was adopted, directing 
the Secretary of the Navy to inform 
the Senate whether in ‘his cpinion it 
would be advantegeous to the naval 
service to now contract for six battle- 
ships instead of for the two at present 
authorized on the basis of the bids 
now before the Navy part men: 

Senator Lodge’s address was listen d 
to with attention by the Senate. He 
gave a very interesting sketch of the 
history of the Monroe doctrine. and 
told how it was vitally involved in the 
Venezuelan boundary-line controversy. 
He followed this with a brief relation 
of the pending dispute between Great 
Britain and Venezuela, which he said 
had now reached a crisis affecting 
most gravely the honor, the interests, 
the rights and the well-settled policy of 
the United States. If England. with 
no authority but a disputed claim, 
seized territory and declined arbitra- 
tion upon it. her action, he declared, 
did not differ from seizing and hold- 
ing new territory in the Amegicas by 
right of conquest. If she could seize 
territory under a claim which had 


grown larger with each succe:ding Fear, 
there Was nothing to prevent her Gln 
ing. indefinite reg.ons in South Am 

he Senator referred to the <iaaaE 
made on Venezuela by Great Britain 
for reparation on account of the Gi 
rest by the authorities “of the formar 
country of British subjects on the 
puted territory, but the question 
reparation, he declared, must not Be 
mixed up with the acquisition of term 
tory. If the indemnity 
fixed and demanded by Great Brig 
she acknowledged in so doing that tie 
disputed terrttory is British territory 
apd made her whole cause void. 

“We want this matter of boundary 
dispute settled by arbitration,” he con 
tinued, “because if settled otherwise 
it win be a blow to the vital welfare 
of our established policy.

They have jagt 
denounced the modus vivendi and 
opened in that way the perilous dis- 
pute of the seal fisheries.

The Senator closed by expressing the 
beilef, that the questions between Eng- 
land and the United States would be 
peacenbly settled. but it was very clear 
that such settlement could only be 
reached by action on the part of Con- 
gress and the President, which should 
be as firm as Mt was temperate, and 
which should maintain the Monroe des- 
trine absolutely and at all hazards 
wherever it-gustly applied. 

Senator Lodge occupied the floor al- 
most two hours. When he finished 
Senator Mitchell of Oregon presented 
the resolution fer the reorganization of 
the Senate committees. 

Senator Gorman of Maryland, I" &@ 
brief speech, developed the tactics of 
the Democrats, evidently to show that 
if the Senate was reorganized, it could 
be done only by an alilance of the Re 
publicans and Populists. He said it 
was well kncown when the Senate met 
that neither of the great parties had 
@ majority. 

“We know on this side.” he contin- 


ued, “that we did not have a majority ~ 


and we @re not yet certain that the 
other has; that can be only determined 
by a vote. If they have, they are en- 


titled to control the committees, and 


then the country can understand that 
they are in control and responsible for 
legislation in this chamber.” 

Senator Gorman therefore demanded 
tie yeas and nays, which were taken. 
The Populists, Messrs. Allen of Ne- 
braska, Butler of North Carolina, Irby 
of South Carolina, Peffer of Kansas 
and Stewart of Nevada declined to vote, 

Mr. Tillman was paired against the 
resolution and Mr. Kyle, the Populist 
from North Dekota, voted against the 
resolution. This action of the Popu- 
lists eliminated the Populists as a fac- 
tor and the resolution, which gave the 
Republicans control of the committees, 
was adopted by a strictly party vote of 
the members of the old parties, 30 to 28. 

As soon as the vote was announced, 
Senator Allen felt it incumbent upon 
himself to make an explanation of the 
attitude of the third-party men. He 
wanted the Senate and the country & 
understand that, though small in num- 
ber, they constituted the nucleus of @ 
thoroughly-organized party, completely 
independent in principles and sympa- 
thies. 

When the Senate convened, a major- 
ity of the Members were 
te in favor ot the free end unlimited 
coinage of silver. Letters had been 
sent to all of them to ascertain their 
views on organizing the Senate on 
silver lines. With the exception of 
twoor three there was no response. The 
Populists, Mr. Allen said, had therefore 
decided to take no part in the question 
of who should control the S nate. Per- 
sonally he was glad the responsibility 
had passed into the hands of t Re- 
publicans at both ends of the capitoi. 

Senator Harris of Tennessee pro- 
ceeded to put Senator Allen through a 
cross-examination after his usual em- 
phatic fashion. He wanted to know if 
the Populists. with the full knowledge 
that they held the balance of power, 
had not deliberately determired by 
their silence to allow the Republicans, 
who had three more votes than the 
Democrats, to take control, and tf their 
silence did not, therefore, make them 
as much responsible as their votes. 

Senator Allen said that the Populists 
realized that they held the balance of 
power. 

“We have got it.“ he said, turning to 
Senator Harris, “and we propose to 
utilize it.“ 

The Democratic party claimed to he 
the party of tariff reform. He believed 
in lightening the burdens of the peo 
ple, but the tariff bill came to naught 
as regards the lightening of the bur- 
dens of the people. The policy of the 
Republicans, inaugurated in the other 
branch, of Congress, to be followed here. 
he predicted, would work the ruin of 
the party within six months. 

Senator Mitehell of Oregon dented 
that the Renublicens could be held re 
sponsible. They had not been in the 
majority, and were not now in the ma- 
jority. Whether they would be be- 
fore the session closed, remained to be 
ser 


en. 

“I will say that when the Senate i= 
full, it consists of 88 members: when 
not full. as it is now. of F. Of these 
87, 42 are Republicans, 39 Democrats 
and 6 Popvlists.

A YOUNG WOMAN 
DOSE. OF 


SWALLOWS A 
POISON. 


She Wanted to Die and the Doctor 
Said She Could Mave Her Way. 


The Wite of William .. Case of 
This City. 


(BY TELNGKAPH TO THE TIMES.) 

CHICAGO, -Dec. 30.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) A woman, known to the police 
as Annie Patterson, died this after- 
noon in a house at No. 416 State street, 
from the effects of carbolic acid taken 
with . suicidal intent. From letters 
found among the dead woman’s effects 
it is believed that she was the wife of 
William L. Case of No. 1015 West Ninth 
street, Los Angeles. 

The dead woman’s right name was 
Kerr, and she Was the daughter of a 
prominent business man of Brockville, 
Can. She was abotit 20 years old. About 
three years ago she came to Chicago 
to visit a married sister and was be- 
trayed by a young man who promised 
to marry her. He fied and the girl, 
who was disgraced in the eyes of her 
family and friends, entered upon a life 
of shame.. Just a year ago she met 
William Case in a State-street saloon 
and they weré married next day. Soon 
after this Case went to Los Angeles. 
He had tried to reform the woman, but 


was unsuccessful. 
At 6 o’clock Sunday the 
woman went to a saloon at No. 392 


State street With a female companion. 
She was seen to take a small bottle 
from her pocket and pour its contents 
into a glass. Then, wishing the motley 
group a happy New Year, she emptied 
the glass. She was carried to her 
room close ‘by and a doctor called. 
She told the doctor that she had 
swallowed two ounces of carbolic acid 
and wanted to die. 

“Well, all right, then," said the: physi- 
clan, “you have my permission. 

Friend of the dead woman are tak- 
ing up a collection tonight to bury 1 her.

William L. Gase, the husband of the 
unhappy young women who.committed 
suicide in Chicago, as related in the 
foregoing dispatch, lives with his par- 
ents, Mr. and Mrs. James H. Case, at 
No. 1015 West Ninth street. He re- 
ceived a telegram yesterday afternoon 
telling him that “Annie died suddenly.“ 
but the family Knew nothing about the 
manner of ber death before the sad 
news was droben to them oe. « 
reporter yesterday evening. 

The young man’s mother informed the 
reporter that her son, who is now only 
19 years old, contracted an unfortunate 
marriage when only 17. He met the 
girl at the World’s Fair in Chicago and 
married her without his parents’ knowl- 
edge or consent. He remained with her 
in Chleago until October of this year 
when he came to Los Angeles, hoping 
bo get work here, and intending to send 
for his wife as soon as he could save 
enough money to pay her way. The 
family had always understood from his 
statements that she was a nice girl and 
they were trying to make the best of 
the mrarriage, and intended to give her 
a home as soon as her husband was able 
to send for her. 

The young man heard from his wife 
regularly after arriving here until De- 
cember 8, when the letters ceased. The 
elder’ Mrs, Case was about to write to 
her daughter-in-law herself, when the 
news of her sudden death came; The 
girl was only 19 years old on Christmas 
day, according to Mrs. Case's statement. 


THE TRANSVAAL REVOLT. 


EXCITEMENT INCREASES AND A 
CRISIS APPROACHES. 


The Johannesbergers are Notified 
by the Government to Hold 
Themselves in Readiness for a 
Fight—An Interview with Presi- 
dent Kruger. 


(REGULAR ASSOCIATED PRESS REPORT. . 

JOHANNESBERG (South Africa,) 
Dec. 30.—(By South American Cable.) 
The political crisis here brought about 
by the efforts of a foreign population 
to obtaln equal political rights with 
the Boers has reached an acute stage. 
The exodus of women and children is 
increasing. All trains leaving are 
crowded and the price for food-stuffs is 
rising greatly. All kinds of bellicose 
rumors are current and the govern- 
ment has notified the Burghers to be 
ready for active service in case of an 
emergency. . 

The Mercantile Association has 
formed itself into a town bodyguard 
for the purpose of preserving order and 
protecting life and property. They will 
not take part in a revolution or riot of 
any kind, and have asked the govern- 
ment to supply them with arms and 
ammunition. Several leading mines 
are expected to close today. 

President Kruger, in an interview 
with a representative of the Associated 
Press, expressed regret at the present 
agitation, and said: “If the position is 
aggravated, many disastrous conse- 
quences are to be apprehended, espe- 
clally in mining and commercial enter- 
prises. The present attitude of the 
Uitlanders does not conduce to calm 
consideration of their alleged griev- 
ances. The government will give them 
an opportunity for free speech on their 
grievances, such as does not incite to 
Frebellion, but is fully prepared to stop 
any movement aiming at the disturb- 
ance of law and order.” 

PROF. BRICES OBSERVATIONS. 

LONDON, Dec. 30.—Prof, James Brice, 
M.P., for the south division of Aber- 
deen, has arrived in Engand from 
Scuth Africa and was asked for his 
views upon the situation in the Trans- 
vaal.

GREAT EFFROT OF SPANISH 


Gen. Valdes Overtakes the Forces 
ef Gomes and Maceo at 
_ * Mar ia Rasen. 


He Reports that He Roste Them 
i and With Weli-directed Fire 
Slew 


The Fiying Insurgents Pursued by 
Victorious Troops—After an Hour’s 
Battle the Latter Km. Bight 
More Cabans. 


(MPGULAR ASSOCIATED REPORT.) 

HAVANA, Dec, 30.+(By South Amer- 
ican Cable.) There is still much uncer- 
tainty regarding the movements of the 
insurgents. According to the official 
reports they are in full retreat, but it 
has been intimated that Gomez was 
making for Clenfuegos, with the inten- 
tion of capturing that seaport. The 
announcement made today would, how- 
ever, seem to show that Gomez is still 
in the vicinity of Jajguey, Grande, 
south of Colon, in the province. 

A most uneasy feeling prevails. It is 
believed that sérious fighting has taken 
place near Calien 
ger facts made p blic do not begin to 
tell the tale. 

The telegraph lines connecting with 
Guareiras and Macuirjes, in the district 
where Gomez is supposed to be, and 
where the fighting is reported to have 
taken place, are interrupted. 

The Queen Regent of Spain, through 
the Prime Minister, has cabled her pro- 
found thanks to the Mayor of Havana 
for the splendid manifestation of sym- 
pathy with the Spanish cause which 
was displayed by all of the citizens 
here on Saturday last. 

News has been received during the 
day of movements by the insurgents 
which would indicate that their forces 
still over run pretty much of the whole 
of the province of Matanzas, and they 
seem to have an uninterrupted line of 
communication clear across the prov- 
ince, and into the southern part of 
Santa Ciara to the eastward of Cianfue- 

os. They have burned the villages of 
Cienfuegos district, south of 
that cfty, near the coast. 

The stations at Caobas and Cabacas, 
which are in the neighborhood of Mat- 
anzas and to the south, have been 
burned, as well as the canefield of the 
Joaquin plantation. Some stores have 
also been plundered. 

Word has been received from Gen. 
Valdez saying he overtook the insur- 
gent band of Gomez and Maceo at the 
Maria’ plantation, where they were 
found stationed in advantageous posi- 
tions. An engagement followed, the 
Cubans attacking with cavalry. The 
artillery fire of the Spanish proved 
effective, and the official report, which 
is now received, says: 

“The insurgents took flight in two di- 


rections, havi been divided by the 
assault upon em. They and seven 
killed and many arms, carried 


away many wounded.” 

It is reported that the Spanish forces 
went in pursuit of the flying insurgents 
and overtook them at the Caney plan- 
tation. Here the ene made a vigor- 
ous resistance for an out but. were 
finally compelled to retreat, leaving 
eight killed and carrying away their 
wounded. The troops, it is said, had 
seventeen wounded. It is further re- 
ported that an engagement is now in 

rogress at a point between the vil- 
of.

In spite of the eels reports, the be- 
lief is entertained here-that the Span- 
ish forces have again sustained @ se- 
rious reverse and that instead of the 
insurgents being repulsed and routed, 
the Spanish are retiring before their 
advance, There are nifestations of 
grave uneasiness in official circles and 
the belief is prevalent that the insur- 
gents intend another extensive incur- 
sion into Matanzas province and west- 
ward toward Havana. 

THE HORSA’S OFFICERS HELD. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 30.—The hear- 
ing of Capt. John Wiberg and Mates 
Jones and Pearson and H. Johnson of 
the steamer Horsa, which steamer is 
charged with violating the neutrality 
laws of the United States by carrying 
men and ammunitions of war to Cuba 
to ald the insurgents, was resumed to- 
day. Before the last voyage of the 
Hersa to Jamaica the accused men 
were held in $1000 bail each upon the 
allegation of Dr. Congesla, the Spanish 
Consul of this port. 

Two witnesses om~Port Antonio tes- 
tified that the Horsa’s funnel had been 
painted over. They saw a bag of car- 
tridges in the forecastle. The com- 
missioner held the accu for action 
of the grand jury. 

A NEST OF ‘FILIBUSTERS. 
TAMPA (Fia.,) Dec. 30.—This morn- 
ing six Cubans, who were in a small 
sloop, were arrested near the mouth of 
the Hillsboro River, charged with the 
theft of the boat. They were taken be- 
fore the county authorities, but were 
later released. After the departure of 
the officers eighteem Cubans escaped 
from the hold of the sloop. These men 
are a party of. filibusters, but they 
moved without orders. 

The schooner J. W. Foster, suspected 
of filibustering and once arrested in 
the North, lies down the bay. It is 
presumed the Cubans intended board- 
ing he: for Cuba.

Mrs. Davidson Appears in Court and 
Dramatically Announces She 
Means Business. 


Her Side of the Remarkable Story. 
Some Reflections on the 
Woman’s Character.

SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 30. — Mrs. 
Davidson, the Sunday-school 
teacher who was arrested Saturday 
might on complaint of her pastor, Rev. 
C. O. Brown of the First Congrega- 
tional Church, by whom she was 
charged with extortion, is still in 
Prison, unable to obtain bail. Her sur- 
roundings, however, have not changed 
her attitude in the case, and she says 
she believes the truth of her charges 
against the preacher will ultimately be 
established. 
Dr. Brown is as steadfast in his dec- 
larations of innocence and says he will 
bend Mrs. Davidson to San Quentin if 
itis within his power. Mrs. Davidson's 
arrest has created great astonishment 
in church circles, where she is well 
known, and while her friends are loath 
to believe that she would willfully at- 
tempt to destroy the good name of an 
innocent man, the members of the con- 
gregation unite in expressing their 
faith in Dr. Brown’s ability to demon- 
strate the falsity of the charges 
brought against him. In discussing the 
case Mrs. Davidson said: 

“Oh, but that man is far from what 
the seems to be. 1 do not know in what 
words to express my utter detestation 
of him. He is afi absolute scoundrel— 
that is the word that suits him best. 
There is no person on earth who knows 
Dr. Brown as 1 do. For me the mask 
has been torn from his face and the 
true features are revealed in all their 
hideous replusiveness. It is so hard 
to tell the original from the counter- 
feit, for the latter always bears some 
marks of true metal. He is a counter- 
feit and a hypocrite. He knqws that 1 
know him to be what he is. I would 
not fear to face him now or at any 
‘time. I care nothing for all the D.Ds. 
on earth, for I know that I have acted 
as my God has directed, and that I am 
only an instrument in the hands of 
Providence. | 
_ “Dr. Brown’s verbosity is such that 
he might surround San Francisco with 
a string of words in his endeavors to 
defend himself, but he cannot efface 
the facts. The damnable facts of which 
he knows he has been-guilty will ever 
rise up to overwhelm him. He may 
gend me to San Quentin, but the truth, 
h crushed to earth, will rise from 
the dust and prove his guilt. 

“It was in the fall, over a year ago, 
that he called upon me one night and 
commenced his conversation, saying he 
addressed me as a Christian woman. 
‘He called me a mother of Israel and 
@ sister in the church. At that time 
he wanted to have my confidence and 
advice. He said that he was struggling 
with temptation and feared he would 
fall; He told me that he loved Miss 
Overman. He cried and wrung his 
hands and begged that I would ——

mother might to her son. I knew 
what the feeling is to know that one 
mas offended, or is in the way of do- 
ing so, and you may put out your 
hand and save him.

“He called upon me often and asked 
me to pray for him. I promised to do 
so. Mra. Mason, a memben cf the 
church, came to me one day and sug- 
gested that we should both go down to 
the church at 10 o'clock every Sunday 
morning and pray for Dr. Brown and 
the congregation. We went to the 
church as she had suggested, but Dr. 
Brown \did not receive us in the man- 
ner that a true Christian would have 
done. He seemed annoyed at our ac- 
tions. He called upon me again at my 
place of business and said he wanted 
to see me in private. He asked me to

Mrs. Davidson corroborated several 
points in the Boston dispatch regard- 
ing her marriage and early life, but 
when asked if she had served two 
years in prison she replied that she be- 
lieved there’ was but one charge against 
her at present. This evasive answer 
was the only reply she would make to 
the ovestion. 

LATER:—Mrs. Davidson's attorneys 
tonight made public a lengthy state- 
ment made by the prisoner in which 
she gave in detail the charges made 
against the minister. The statement 
contained nothing that has not already 
been made public. 

The moet interesting feature of the 
case tonight is a statement made by 
the city editor of the Chronicle rela- 
tive to the alleged attempt of Miss 
Overman, made four months ago, to 
sell a story which would ruin a promi- 
rent citizen. Mrs. Davidson when ar-

Davidson, who has been arrested in 
San Francisco on the charge of extor- 
tion, preferred by Rev. C. O. Brown, is 
known in Chicago. She was agent for 
a supply house during the World's 
Fair year, and was next heard from as 
agent for the same concern at the Mid- 
winter Fair. She claims to be related 
to the family of Theophilus Abbott of 
Michigan University. . 
ARRAIGNED IN COURT. 
SAN FRANCISCO, Dec. 30.—J 
Campbell's courtroom was jammed this 
morning. Mrs. Davidson was called to 
plead to a charge of extortion. The 
risoner was not placed in the dock, 
ut was given a seat beneath the 
judge’s bench. She seemed in nowise 
dismayed by the position In which she 
found herself. On the contrary, there 
was nothing in her demeanor to indi- 
cate a consciousness of guilt or a fear 
of what the future may have in store 
tor her. She, looked respectable to the 


last degree, being quictly but hand- 
somely dressed in black, wearing a be- 
coming bonnet and gazing calmly upon 
the unfamiliar surroundings through «a 
r of  gold-ri eye-glasees. 
Whether or not she fs a blackmaller is 
a ing t such a aracter. 

B. Brown looked calm and contalne d. 
but his face was grave and determined. 
He has a reputation ter possessing «4 
dogged determination, as evidenced by 
his fight against municipal corruption 
and social evils. Miss Mattie Overman, 
whom Mrs. Davidson being 
Dr. Brown's companion in iniquity, was 
not present. 

Mrs. Davidson's attorney began pro- 
ceedings by asking for a change of 
venue. 

“On what ground?” asked Judge 
Campbell. He was told the defense de- 
sired to call him as a witness. “But I 
know nothing about this case,” said the 


court. 

“I think you will prove an important 
witness,” persisted the attorney for the 
prisoner. “You once denounced Dr. 
Brown from his own pulpit. Further. 
more, we consider you prejudiced 
against Brown.” Such a statement, 
coming from the defense, astonished all 
in the courtroom. 

1 understand your little game,“ sald 
Judge Campbell, wrathfully, “and it 
does not go. Your motion for a change 
of venue is denied.“ 

The allusion of the defense was that 
once, when Rev. Brown, from the pul- 
pit denounced municipal corruption 


and said the police courts shielded 
criminals, 1 Campbell, who was 
present, ask permission and was 


granted leave to contradict Dr. Brown 
from his own pulpit. 

The Judge sald: “Dr. Brown and I 
never had any controversy. I believe 
him to be a truthful gentleman. Dr. 
Brown, on the occasion referred to, 
read a report from a lying grand jury 
as he had a perfect right to do, and I 
merely corrected the misstatements of 
the grand jury. Dr. Brown was per- 
fectly right in the matter. I shall re- 
fuse to be a witness in this case, and I 
deny the motion for a change of venue. 

The attorney for the defense then 
asked for a continuance for one week, 
but the prosecution would not consent. 
Then the court fixed Thursday for the 
next hearing of the case. The defense 
asked for a reduction of ball. Mrs. 
Davidson's attorney said: “This lady, 
my client, has no intention of getting 
out of the way, and it is hard that she 
should have to remain in custody be- 
cause the bail is so high that she can- 
not raise the amount. 

Attorney Reuben Lloyd, for Dr. 
Brown, who seemed through the 
proceedings to be act d by a desire 
to have everything move as smoothly 
as possible, said that all he wanted 
was to insure Mrs. Davidson's attend- 
ance. If a reduction to $2000 bail was 
not enough, the prosecution would be 
willing to have the amount reduced 
still farther, so that the court was sat- 
isfied the prisoner would be on hand 
when wanted. The ball was then re- 
duced to $2000, the attorney for the de- 
fendant saying he would take Lloyd at 
his word if $2000 could not be secured 
for his client. 

Mrs. Davidson made several in- 
effectual efforts to speak. Finally she 
was given permission and addressed 
the court as follows: “I wish to assure 
the court that there is nothing, no 
amount of Pie. no possible inducement 
which coul offered me that would 
induce me to leave this city now. I 
wish only to stay here until this un- 
holy thing shall have been fully opened 
up to the light of heaven. Do not fear 
t I shall go away.” 

The attorney for the defense then 
said that all he wanted was that the 
whole truth should come out. To that 
end he offered to waive all rules of 
evidence and allow the fullest latitude 


in questioning the witnesses’ The 
court, however, said that «would 
be ah untate precedent. The rules of 


evidence must be followed. 

Most people in the courtroom seemed 
to be friendly to Dr. Brown. Many 
after adjournment pressed up to shake 
his hand and expressed sympathy in 
what they characterised as an out- 
rageous and malignant attempt to 
blackmail him and drive him from the 
church because of the doctrinal con- 
troversies in which he has been en- 
gaged, and through which he has made 
many enemies. 

When Mrs. Davidson's attorney told 
her he intended to waive technicalities, 
she said: “Oh, Dr. Brown will consent 
to that. He is thoroughly defiant, and 
intends to fight me to the bitter end. 
He is a good fighter, too.” Then the 
old lady adjusted her bonnet and sailcd 
out of thé court in charge of a police- 


man. 

Mrs. Gill. one of the witnesses whom 
Mrs. Davidson will call to prove thet 
Dr. Brown was seen going into the 
lodging-house where the prisoner 
charges he met Miss Overman, said 
today that Dr. Brown was anything 
but a gentleman. She says she wished 
to join his church, but that he ob- 
jected to her because she shouted 
“Amen” during his prayers. She says 
she is prejudiced against him, but de- 
cleres that she never saw him with 
Mise Overman, and never saw him en- 
ter the lodging-house in question. Sbe 
concluded by saying: “I only wish I 
had some testimony against him, for 
he treated me rudely. but I must ad- 
mit I never saw him in the place Mrs. 
Davidson says I did. Mrs. Davidson is 
mistaken when she says I ever told 
her anything of the kind. I know ab- 
solutely nothing about the case or of 
the principals engaged in it.“ 

Mrs. Tunnel, another of Mrs. David- 
son’s witnesses, is known about town 
as a reformer and promoter of social- 
istic schemes. She now at Dr. 
Brown's house nursing Miss Overman, 
who has succumbed to the strain of 
accusations against her. Mrs. Tunnel 
will not be seen and refuses to be in- 
terviewed. 

A SHADY RECORD. 

BOSTON, Dec. 30.—Mary Davidson, 
whom the State police believe 
to be identical with the woman ac- 
cused of blackmailing Rev. cS @. 
Brown of San Francisco, had a re- 
markable career in New. England. 
Deputy Marshal Shaw, member of the 
State police in 1884 and 1885, gave Mrs. 
Devidson’s history as follows, today: 

“She was born at Bucksport, Me. She 
married Col. Blood, who was either 
killed or died during the civil war. The 
widow went to Washington, where 
she attracted considerable attention 
while acting as an army nurse.

Brief Talks with Senater White of 
California and Gen. Grosvenor

WASHINGTON, W. C. Dec 17.— 
Senator Chandler's motion to declare 
war with England, which received a 
second in the President’s special mes- 
sage concerning the Venezuelan mat- 
ter, met with a well-defined senti- 
ment favoring a third conflict with 
our mother country. The Canadian 
fisheries and sealing differences are by 
no means satisfactorily adjusted, and 
the present attempt to establish a new 
boundary line for Alaska in order to 
control the valuable gold fields there 
has incensed a large number of Ameri- 
cans to the fighting point. 

The Venezuelan incident furnishes a 
most excellent opportunity to make an 
effective announcement that the 
United States intends the Monroe doc- 
trine to be enforced. The recommenda- 
tion of President Cleveland that a 
commission be established to investi- 
gate the Venezuelan boundary question 
met with the approval of Democrats 
and Republicans alike here. In fact, 
it appears that the “Cleveland luck“ is 
still ascendant, affording him so great 
an opportunity to redeem himself ata 
time when he had become exceédingly 
unpopular with the masses. 

I have talked with many Senators 
and Representatives concerning the 
message; not as to its effects, but to 
ascertain the manner in which the doc- 
ument itself was regarded. Their ut- 
terances can be given briefly: 

Senator White of California said: “I 
cannot discuss the question at any 
length, not having been able to give it 
sufficiently careful consideration, but 

Senator Wilson of Washington said: 
It has a true American ring.” 

Senator Stewart forgot for the mo- 
ment his constant ht against the 
President and said, his concluding 
words showing that he stiddenly re- 
membered his controversies with. the 
executive: “I think it is admirable, and 
if there is no backing down on either 
part there és a prospect of relief from 
British rule. Great Britain cannot, 
with all her army and navy, kill peo- 
ple as fast in this country as they are 
now perishing for want under the Eng- 
lish financial rule.” 

Senator Squire said: “If men of 
backbone are appointed om the com- 
mission, we many able to settle our 
rights with — — satisfactorily. The 
American people are very tired of Eng- 
a dictation and the grasping ot ter- 

tory.” 

Senator Davis, Republican member of 
the Committee on Foreign Relations, 
said: “I think the President has arisen 
to an opportunity such as has not been 
presented to @ President for many 

s. In language of great .. dignity, 

and accuracy he hes stated the 

Monroe doctrine as understood by the 
American people for seventy years.” 

Senators Gray, Vilas, Palmer, Bacon, 
Faulkner, Gear and Teller were seen, 
and gave the message unqualified in- 
dorsement. 

Among the representatives there was 
general rejoicing. They come more di- 
rectly from the people than do the Sen- 
ators and their utterances show how 
far public gentiment will sustain the 
President. Representative Henderson 
of Iowa, whose military record is a 
good one and of whose Republicanism 
there is no doubt, said: “The message 
is sound and able, and I, for one, will 
stand by the President.” 

Gen. Grosvenor of Ohio said: In the 
light of the dispatches that brought out 
the message, it is a demand for the 
upholding of the Monroe doctrine on 
more advanced ground than has ever 
been embodied in any official document 
of our government, and if the declara- 
tion of England is to be taken as an 
ultimatum, the message means war, 
unless England backs down.” 

Representatives Stone of Pennsylva- 
nia, Hooker of New York, Walker and 
McCall of Massachusetts, Mahany of 
New York, Livingston of Georgia, 
Sayers of Texas and McCreary of Ken- 
tucky strongly favored the message. 

In fact, it looks as though it the report 
is unfavorable to the English contention 
and no settlement is effected between. 
England and Venezuela, the United 
States will have to forcibly prevent 
England from taking possession of the 
disputed territory. A general feeling 
prevails that there will be an amica- 
ble adjustment, but there is a further 
deepseated conviction that if there is 
not, the United States is right in call- 
ing a halt, and war would by no means 
be an unmixed evil. 


ITS IMPORTANT EFFECT. 


Bearing of the Venezuela Incident 
on Presidential Candidactes. 
WASHINGTON (D. C.,) Dec. 20.—T he 
Venezuelan incident has already had a 
most important effect upon members 
of Congress. It was the universal im- 
pression that this would be an economi- 
cal session, and that no extreme legis- 
lation would be accomplished in any 
direction. In the estimates, river and 
harbor appropriations were far from 
liberal, and, as was well known, a 
tacit understanding had been reached 
that beyond putting themselves on rec- 
ord. as still favoring a protective tariff 
and taking wool off the free list, very 
little remedial legislation was expected 
in that direction. 
But the talk in the lobbies among the 
members has experienced a decided 
change within the past two days. Sen- 
ator Squires’s bill strengthening the 
navy, Senator Chandler’s bill appro- 
priating $100,000,000 for coast defenses, 
and Senator Davis's resolution calling 
for the facts in the Alaskan boundary 
matter are very 8s ificant straws to 
show which way the wind blows. If 
these bills were voted upon today, they 
would carry by a good majority. 
Another proposition to which there 
has been very. considerable opposition, 
but which has been strengthened, is the 
Nicaraguan Canal. A new argument 
has been furnished in its favor. If we 
are to protect the Central and South 
American States, the United States 
should be accorded their trade in times 
of. peace, and have some means of pas- 
sage between the Gulf of Mexico and 
the Pacific Ocean in time of war. The 
unfavorable report of the commission 
has not had so great an effect as 
might have been expected, and it will 
be very only replied to by eminent 
authorities. advocates of -the 
measure are not ready to discuss the 
question until these re are com- 
pleted, but in the light of a possible 
war.on account of Venezuela, the prac- 
tical value of the enterprise is brought 
to the attention of members with much 
greater force than would be possible in 
any other way.

President 
Cleveland is awake to the seriousness 
of the situation, and it is believed that, 


course, protest against it. 
There has been no politics in the en- 
thusiastic support gi the President's 
message, showing how firm in their pa- 
triotiem the American people are. But 
polities necessarily spring out of it. 
President Cleveland is tod incompar- 
ably stronger than he before the 
message was written, although no one 
accuses him of writing it for that pur- 
pose. He only announced a doctrine 
that has been insisted upon by Amer'i- 
cans unanimously for seventy years. It 
would have required more courage to 
have attempted to overthrow the prin- 
ciple than to perpetuate it. But the 


fact that he came out strongly upon the 


question which above all others is dear 
to Americans, has made him popular 
once more. In this connection it is in- 
teresting to note that Minister Castle 
of Hawali in an interview states that 
President éveland would now sign 
an annexation din. 

The friends of Gen. Harrison are 
jubilant and say that the outbursts 
over the assertion of the Monroe doc- 
trine are all in favor of Gen. Harrison's 
nomination and point to the New Or- 
leans massacre of Chinamen, the 
prompt calling of Chile to account for 
assaulting American enllors and ihe firm 
dealing with Great Britain in the Ber- 
ing Sea controversy as showing him to 
be possessed of a strong foreign policy. 

The opponents of Gen. Harrison say 
that these references are exceedingly 
unfortunate.

THOSE CONGRESSIONAL FUNER- 


Senator Peffer is still amusing him- 
self looking after his propositions to 
reduce the expenses of funerals of 
United States Senators who die while 
in office. The bills have grown enor- 
mously since the first one, that of Sen- 
ator Francis Marlbone of Rhode Island, 
who died in 1809. At that time sixteen 
pounds of crackers, $3, and eleven and 
one-fourth pounds of cheese, $2.81, were 
charged up, and the cheese bill was 
disallowed. Since then the total ex- 
pense of such funerals has been $900,- 
234.80. It cost $5447.02 to bury Henry 
Clay, $3106.47 for John C. Calhoun and 
$4687.94 for Charles Sumner, 
323.55, or nearly one-fourth the entire 
amount expended for funerals since 
organization of the government, was 


expended at the funeral of Senator 


George Hearst. It is not at all prob- 
able that there will be any change in 
the manner of conducting such affairs, 
but it interests Senator Peffer, and his 
efforts are harmless.

amount of money received by him at 
execution sale.” It is recited that 
while the purchaser Ambrose was on 
the stand he was asked why he did not 
pay the balance of the purchase price 
of the property. He replied that, as be- 
tween him and the company, it was 
never intended to be paid; that he was 
acting for the corporation in making 
the bid, and only intended to advance 
sufficient money to pay off the execu- 
tion held by the constable. It is re- 
marked that this evidence came in un- 
der objection that it was outside of 
the issues made, but if defendants in 
the first instance by their answer had 
made an issue in line with such evi- 
dence, or had asked the court for the 
privilege of amending their answer 
when the evidence was given, and had 
been refused such privilege, the result 
of this litigation might have been dif- 
ferent. For such an agreement be- 
n Ambrose and the corporation, 
under proper pleadings, would have 
formed a material as well as tnterest- 
ing branch of the case. In conclusion, 
the opinion says: “The case appears 
to be one of hardship upon the defend- 
ant constable, but we find no path 
marked out in the law by which he 
may escape the serious results to him, 
following his own negligence Pro 
ably he has his remedy over against 
Ambrose for the balance of the pur- 
chase price, for by the record Ambrose 
appears to be financially responsible.” 
In the case of B. Baker and others 
(plaintiffs and respondents,) vs. South- 
ern California Railway Company (de- 
fendant and appellant.) the motion to 
dismiss the appeal is denied. The mo- 
tion was made on the ground of lack of 
risdiction_of the Supreme Court to 
entertain the appeal. The case was one 
in which suit was brought for the re- 
covery damages for two domestic 
aninfals killed by defendant's cars and 
engine. The section of the Civil Code 
applicable to the case provides that 
railroad corporations must make and 
maintain fences along their lines. If 
they do not, and their engine or cars 
kill any domestic animals “along the 
line of road which passes through or 
along the property of the owner there- 
of,” they must pay for the same. The 
opinion holds that the case at issue in- 
volves the possession of land, and, 


therefore, that the Supreme Court has 
jurisdiction in the case because it has

Jai. for three months as a United Sta.es 


prisoner, pending an order for depor- 
tation to China as Chung Sie, was yes- 
terday married by Justice Young to 
Wong Ho, a prominent Chinese wer- 
chant in ‘Los Angeles. 

Poor little Lum Ling Yung has had a 
hard time sincé she left the Flowery 
Kingdom. She came to this country 
several years ago and married Chung 
Chew, a merchamt in Portland, Or. In 
a short time he gavé evidences of ctn- 
sumption, and they came to Los Ange- 
les about a year ago, that he might 
have the benefit of the warmer ¢li- 
mate. His wife pawned and sold her 
jéwels that he might have proper care, 
but in a few months he died of a se- 
vere hemorrhage, leaving his wife with 
very little to Hve on. 

Her troubles, however, had only com- 
menced, for she was arrested by order 
of Collector Wise as being Chung Sle, 
a Chinese woman who had been smug- 
gled into the United States. In spite 
of all efforts to prove that she was an 
entirely different person, she was kept 
in the County Jail until Judge Wellborn 
ordered her release. 

Her identity was at last proven by 
evidence from Portland, procu 
chiefly through the efforts of Wong 
Ho, who has been a staunch and loyal 
friend to the poor little widow through 
all her troubles. After her release, he 
preposed to marry her and she con- 
sented on account of the gratitude she 
felt for his kindness.

STORAGE TANKS GOING UP. 


Individual Well-owners Take Les- 
sons from Speculators. 


There has appeared, within the last 
lew days, an inclination among indi- 
vidual well-owners to store and market 
their own oll, and not to depend on 
the attempts or prenteded attempts 
of some other man or combination of 
men to sell their oil for them. Edward 
North, who owns and pumps from two 
wells on Temple street, opposite Victor 
street, sent five carloads of oil to San 
Francisco yesterday, and will send two 
to San Diego today. The Turner Bros. 
have recenily finished and filled with 
oil a 1000-barrel tank on West State 
street, near Patton street, and will be- 
gin soon the erection of another 1000- 
barrel tank. They say they will fill 
the second tank with oil, and bold it 
till it will bring $1 a barrel. Z. H. W 
ler also is having a 1000-barrel tank 
built on Figueroa street. It really 
looks as though the oll men are learn- 
ing how very stupid it is to labor hard 
when the only possible result of their 
labor must be to impoverish themselves 
while it fattens a brood of specula 

p to date no storage for oil has been 
upplied for the oil men except what 
have provided. Oil 
speculators, however, have found it 
profitable to byild tanks and buy from 
the producers who have no way to 
get rid of the oll being pumped from 
their wells except by selling it. The 
tables bid fair to turn. When full 
realization of what speculators fatten 
on shall have taken possession of the 
oil men as a body, they will, as one 
man, hold their oil in tanks till a fair 
market price has been reached.

JUDGE ©. W. HUMPHREYS OF SANTA 
ANA DIED SUDDENLY. 


Some Effects of that Cold Wave. 
Bank at Tastin Being Repaired. 
Baseball for How Year’s—News 
Notes and Personals. 


— — 


SANTA ANA, Dec. 0. — (Regular Cor- 
respon dene.) Death visited Santa Ana 
this afternoon and removed one of the 
city’s most prominent and influential 
citizens without a word of warning. 
Judge C. W. Humphreys has been 
taken away in answer to the call of 
the angel of death. He was to all ap- 
pearances in his usual health at noon, 
when he ate his dinner with his fam- 
lly, brother and son-in-law, R. F. Chil- 
ton, assistant cashier of the Exchange 
Bank. 

After dinner he went down to his 
office, and about 3 o'clock he was taken 
with a rather severe pain in the stom- 
ach. A few moments later Dr. Ruble- 
man stepped in, when the Judge told 
him that he had a severe attack of 
colic: The doctor prescribed for him, | 
and the medicine was procured at the 
nearest drug store. Feeling no better, 
a few moments later his brother, who | 
had stepped into the office, advised him 
to go home, which advice was taken. 
It was then about 3:30 o'clock. He 
went home and Dr. Boyd, another | 
physician, was called in. By that | 
time the Judge had taken to his bed. 
and after resting for a few moments 
he exclaimed: Im blind; I can’t see,” 
‘and, turning on his side, expired in a 
few minutes. 

When seen this evening the physi- | 
cians were not positive as to the cause of 
his death, but were rather of the opin- 
ion that it was apoplexy. 

Judge Humphreys was born in Mason 
county, Ky., in 1836, which would make 
him at the time of his death just 59 
years of age. At the age of 20 years 
he was married to Miss Cordelia 
Franklin, of Germantown, Ky. In 
about 1870, or shortly after, he moved 
with his family to Missouri, in which 
State he resided until 1874, when he 
came t. Los Angeles. The following 
year he moved to what is now Orange 
county, and since that time his home 
has been in Santa Ana. The Judge's 
family now consists of a widow and 
three children, a son and two daugh- 
ters. The oldest daughter, Mrs. R. F. 
Chilton, is a resident of this city. The 
son, Frank Humphreys, is married and

Trial of the Supposed Murderer of 
Mrs. Stiles. 

SAN Dao, Dec. s. (Regular Cor- 
respondenoe.) The trial of J. J. Bbanks, 
charged with the murder of Mrs. Stiles 
and Mr. Barden, her father-in-law, at 
Los Flores, near Oceanside, last Octo- 
ber, was begun before Judge Pierce in 
the Superior Court this morning. The 
courtroom was crowded. Owlng to the 
absence of an important witness for 
the defensé from Fullerton, the case 
was postpotied uhtil the afternoon to 
enable counsel to prepare affidavits in 
the matter and take other steps de- 
sired. The murder in question was one 
of the most atrocious crimes ever per- 
Ppetrated in this county. While Mrs. 
Stiles and Mr. Barden, both aged peo- 
ple, were in their tents near the ocean, 
enjoying a camping sojourn, and other 
members of the party were out fishing, 
a murderer, supposed to be Ebanks, 
approeched and shot and killed these 
old and defenseless people. The motive 
for the murder seemed to be a spirit 
of pure maliclousness, There was no 
Vaiuable property to steal, nor other 
temptations @ttractive to the biloody- 
mina wretch oiler than to see human 
blood spilt. Bbanks was seen near the 
place of the murder about the time 
that the crimé was committed. Many 
suspicious ciréumstances point to this 
man's guilt. Ne was a man of a vio- 
lent temperament. He was inclined to 
drink and disgolute habits, and jour- 
neyed from place to place after the 
manner of a professional hobo. He is 
a West Indian mulatto, and appears to 
possess many of the eccentricities of 
temper so common to the mulatto peo- 
ple. After the crime was committed 
Ebanks was hard to find, and in the 
actions of the man before and after 
the murder the prosecution find sig- 
nificant cireumstances to help in mak- 
ing out a case against him. When in 
court today Ebanks appeared almost 
indifferent to the proceedings. He is 
not an attractive-looking man, im- 
pressing the observer as an individual 
possessed of abnormal animal instincts, 
and of ali the erue! flerceness inherent 
in the mixture of Spanish and negro 
blood. /

AZUSA VALLEY. 

AZUSA, Dee. 30.—(Reguiar Corre- 
spondence.) Efforts are being made by 
A committee of the Chamber of Com- 
merce, acting with parties interested in 
the San Gabriel River to have Senator 
White include in his Kern River right- 
ot-way bill a more general provision by 
which other localities can get a right- 
of-way across government reservations 
‘for electric power purposes. Over a 
dozen affidavits will be forwarded to 
our representatives soqp showing that 
a large area of the San Gabriel Canyon 
is exclusively mining territory and that 
mining within Its bounds not only does 
not decrease t water supply, but re- 
iforces it with developed water, and 
that the setting aside of the mining dis- 
trict would not be detrimental to the 
timber thereon or to the water supply. 
By excluding the mineral lands it would 
encourage the establishment of elee- 
tric-power plants and thereby conserve 
the interests of the irrfigators by saving 
much of the water which is now wasted. 
A recent decision of the Land Commis- 
sioner refuses the right-of-way to an 
electric-power company here on the 
grounds that the reservation does not 
contemplate allowing right-of-way for 
any other purpose than irrigation. 

The cold wave promised for yesterday 
and last night did not reach the Azusa 
Valley, and no damage whatever was 
done to the orange crop. The thermom- 
eter marked 36 deg. at daylight at 
Azusa. 

The president of the local citrus asso- 
clation reports the damage done by the 
wind Saturday afternoon as nominal, 
orchards in thrifty condition holding all 
their fruit. In a few exposed loca- 
tions in the upper portion of the valley 
considerable cull fruit will be the re- 
sult, but the main crop is not injured 
enough to provoke street comment. 

Notwithstanding the fact that the 
people of this town and immediate vi- 
cinity have just contributed $1200 for 
the graveling of Azusa avenue, a new 
proposition was sprung upon the busi- 
ness men of Azusa and by noon they 
had put up $400 to carry it through.

THE FEDERAL CONSTITUTION. 


Ex-President Harrison Explains How 
It Was Made. 


Ex-President Harrigon’s paper in Jan- 
uary Ladies’ Home Journal of “This 
Country of Ours” series, treats compre- 
hensively of the Constitution, and its 
application and operation, defining the 
Instrument, ite seope and limMations, 
clearly. 
writes, “as used among us implies a 
written instrument: but in England it 
is used to describe a governmental ays- 
tem of organization made up of char- 
ters—aae the Magna Chiarta—the general 
Acts of Parliament, and a body of long- 
established legal usages or custome. 
These are not compiled in any single 
instrument as with us, but are to be 
sought in many places. 

“The common American usage, in 
making a State Constitution, is to elect, 
by a popular vote, delegates to a con- 
vention, whose duty it is to prepare a 
plan of government. When the dele- 
gates have agreed and have properly 
certified the instrument, it is submitted 
to a direct vote of tha people, and each 
voter casts a ballot *‘ Constitu- 
tion’ or ‘Against the Consfitution.’, If 
a majority vote for the Constitution it 
then becomes ‘the paramount law of the 
State. The Legislature does not make 
the Constitution; the Constitution 
makes the Legislature. The American 
idea is that constitutions proceed from 
the people, in the exercise of their 
natural right of self-government, and 
can only be amended or superseded by 
the people. Whatever one Legishature 
or Congress enacts the next one may 
repeal, but neither can repeal or in- 
fringe a Constitutional provision, 

“The delegates to the convention that 
framed the Constitution of the United 
States were not, however, chosen by a 
popular vote in the States, but by the 
legislatures. or was the question of 
the adoption Of the Constitution. sub- 
mitted in the States to a direct popular 
vote. There have been (fifteen 
amendmenis to the Constitution 
adopted. Ten of these were proposed 
to the legislatures ot the States by the 
First Congress, and ratified. The other 
five amendments have, in like manner, 
been submitted by Congress to the 
State legislatures for ratification—con- 
ventions in the States not having been 
used in any case. It will be noticed, 
also, that the vote upon the adoption 
of the Constitution, and upon amend- 
ments thereto, is by States—each State, 
without regard to its population, having 
one vote. But while these provisions 
make the popular control less direct 
than is usual in the States, and neces- 
sarily recognize the States in the pro- 
cess of making and amending the con- 
stitution, the idea that constitutions 
proceed from the people is not lost.“ 


CONGRESS AS A MIMIC SHOW. 


When Harrison Says it Was the 
Batt of Jenlousy and Ridicule. 
Practically there was no union of the 
States, and certainly nothing that 
could be called a national government 


1789, writes ex*President Harrison in 
January Ladies’ Home Journal. Be- 
fore that we had a Congress consisting 
of a single body of delegates. All votes 
were taken by States—a majority of 
the de..gates from the State casting 
the vote of the State. There was no 
Senate, no President, nor any separate 
executive department, and practically 
no judiciary. The Congress, either “by 
the whole body or by committees, per- 
formed the necessary executive func- 
tions, commissioned officers, raised and 
disbursed revenue, conducted our diplo- 
macy, audited accounts, and exercised 
certain judicial functions. It was a 
weak attempt to organize a govern- 
ment, but it answered so long as the 
common peril of British subjugation 
lasted, When that threat was with- 
drawn by the peace of 1783 the selfish- 
ness and jealousies of the States be- 
came intense and threatened to snap 
the feeble bonds that held the States 
in union.- The Congress became the 
laughing-stock of the country, and the 
best men shunned it. It had con- 
tracted debts in the prosecution of the 
war, and, the States neglecting or re- 
fusing to pay their quotas, Congress 
was protested and dishonored, for it 
had no power to lay and collect taxes. 
It had made commercial treaties with 
foreign powers, and the States refused 
to allow in their ports the privileges 
guaranteed by the treaties. Congress 
was a mimic show, the butt of jealousy 
and ridicule. Great things were de- 
manded of men who could no nothing. 

Each State made its own tariff law. 
It one, with a view to raising money 
to pay its pressing debts, fixed a high 
rate on foreign goods imported, an- 
other would adopt a lower rate to at- 
tract commerce to its ports. It was, 
hence, impossible for the States to 
make a beneficial use of the power to 
levy duties on foreign g And, be- 
sides, commerce between the States was 
hindered and bad blood engendered by 
duties levied by one State on goods 
coming from another. New York laid 
a duty on wood coming down the 
sound from Connecticut, and upon gar- 
den truck crossing the river from Jer- 
sey. Out of these and many like things 
grew the conviction in the minds of our 
statesmen and peogle that “a more per- 
fect union”- was necessary; that we 
must have a national government, to 
which should be entrusted all those gen- 
eral powers affecting especially our re- 
lations with foreign countries, and the 
relations of the States with each other 
and including such as were necessary 
to the geheral defense and welfare.

CHAINLESS CHAIN GANG. 


Officers to Escort the Hobos to and 
from Work. 


If Chief of Police Glass intended to 
demonstrate by an object lesson that 
the city prisoners cannot be worked 
on the streets without balls and chains 
he has pretty nearly succeeded in his 
object. The big Chief has thoroughly 
humane feelings, but he admits that 
his principal objection to the Oregon 
boots and balls and chains is the dis- 
graceful spectacle made by parading 
the ironed prisoners twice a day 
through the most crowded streets of 
the city, in taking them to and from 
work. For this reason the Chief 
system, 
but the numerous esca’,4 since the 
new regulations have ¢ into effect 
have demonstrated that ne hobos can 
not be trusted, and that they will es- 
cape despite the vigilance of the few 
guards furnished by the city, unless 
handicapped by irons. 

The Chief, however, has not yet backed 
down on the proposition of a chainless 
chain gang, but to insure against a 
repetition of Saturday's break, when 
eleven prisoners got away, he yester- 
day detailed nearly the entire morning 
watch of patrolmen to escort the pris- 
oners to work in the First-street cut® 
and in the afternoon, the same offi- 
cers had to escort them back again. 
There was nearly one officer to each 
hobo, and it may be depended upon 
that none of them got away. 

How long this arrangement will last 
is not known, but it will probably be 
in vogue until some plan is hit upon 
by which the hobos can be worked 
without danger of their running away, 
even if balls and chains must be re- 
turned to. 


WORTH A DOZEN DEAD MEN. 
Major's Condition Improved—No 
Light on the Mystery. 


After a consultation cf physicians 
yesterday it was decided that it would 
not be necessary to trephine the skull 
of A. O. Major, the man who was so 
nearly assassinated by an unseen foe 
last Friday night. Major was much 
better yesterday, and the doctors now 
think that the spasms he has had were 
caused by inflammation cf the brain, 
and not by a clot or pressure of the 
skull. If this view be correct Major's 
chances for recovery are much im- 
proved.
